Daily Life of a Chinese Miner. 


The daily life of one of these Chinese 
may interest you. He wakes about 4 
o'clock in the morning at the sound of 
the bugle, and takes his place fin a gang 
of thirty, whioh is in charge of a boss 
boy, who leads them into the dining 
hall for breakfast. 

He eats under the electric light, sit- 
ting at a table. At the close of the 
meal a bugle again sounds and the men 
march out gang by gang. The roll is 
then called and it is ascertained just 
exactly what coolles are working, and 
the reason for the absence of those who 
are not in-the gang. Then the bugle 
blows again and the Chinese move off to 
the shafts and go down underground.

During my stay !n Rhodesia I 
was told that the negroes of that coun- 
try make fairly good workmen, and 
that if rightly superintended they will 
form an efficient labor supply. They 
move slowly, bat they work steadily 
and do not “loaf on the job,” like the 
average American or European.

there 4s S610 per month, including the 
cost of feed. Om ratiroad construction 
ordinary workmen are paid $3 a month 
and receive their food in addition. The 
extension of the Cape to Cairo railroad 
is being constructed with native labor, 
and I am told that these negroes can 
lay track almost as fast as the beet 
track-laying machines of the United 
States when manipulated by our white 
labor. During the last stretch of the 
railroad, which ends at Broken Hill, 
taney laid five and one-half miles in 
eleven hours, and on’ the average they 
laid more than a mile of track per day 
for something like 400 miles. In this 
work tbe rails and séteel ties were 
brought along on the cars as fast as 
the track was laid. The naetives took 
the reils from the cans and carried 
them to the ties. About fifteen men 
were required to oach rail, and the 
Stream of carriers went on continuous- 
ly from daylight to dark. I doubt not 
they could do y Well {in the mines.

Heirs in Chicago, New York and va- 
rious parts of Europe, where Bernard 
Lowenstein resided and. visiteq during 
the last thirty years of his life, are re- 
sponsible for the suit. 

Bernard Lowenstein came to Mem- 
Dhis before the civil war and by selling 
lead pencils he laid the foundation for 
a business that has been developed inte 
one of the most prosperous of the 
southern states. 

He was created a knight by King Os- 
car, of Sweden, a few years before his 
death. 

The complainants allege that Bernard 
Lowenstein died in November, i906, 
without issue, and unmarried, and that 
he left an estate of more than §$/,000,-

QUARANTINE BY TEXAS. 


New Regulations Are Put in Effect 
by Governer Campbell. 


Austin, Tex., November 14.—Governor 
Campbell today fesued & quarantine 
proclamation, effective tomorrow, de- 
claring a rigid quarantine against per- 
eons infected or Hable to be infected 
wita smallpox, yellow fever, cholera, 
typhold fever, bubonte plague or other 
cemmunicable diseases, either within or 
without the state of Texas. 

This is a radical departure from any 
previous quarantine ever issued by the 
state, and while it is not expressiy 
mentioned, it is understood “other com- 
municable diseases” means tuberculosis. 
The state health officer is directed to 
establish and maintain local quarantine 
in all. cities, counties and towns in the 
state where these diseases exist. This 
is also the first time that a quarantine 
has been established against persons in- 
fected with typhus fever. The governor 
in his proclamation revokes the mari- 
time quarantine &gainet ports south of 
28 degreeg north latitude.

The Devotion of Men Today te Prin- 
ciples of Humanity Prove Their 
Unconscioue Spirituality—The 
World Today Is Dream- 

‘ing Great Dreams,

London, November I4.—The Rev. R. J. 
Campbell gave a special service and 
sermon at the City Temple in recogni- 
tion of having been six years in that 
mission.

The last six years of this life and 
work have left their tracas on this man 
of fascinating personality.

“IT may add with respect tothe friars’ 
lands that the purchase was a political 
one and an agrarian one rather than a 
commercial one. There were 60,000 ten- 
ants on the friars’ lands who, because 
of the confiscatory measure passed by 
the so-called Malolos-Aguinaldo con- 
vention, refuseg to recognize the title 
of the friars. This title Was as good 
a title as there was in the Philippines, 
and it authorized the friars to go into 
Our courts when they were established 
and institute 60,000 eviction suits, This 
would have led to a second revolution 
and it was an absolute political neces- 
sity that we should buy the lands and 
then attempt to dispose of them, as we 
are now doing, to the tenants on long 
and even terms of purchase.

The New Road Law. 

One of the 
brought about in the last five years 
looking to the improvement of high- 
ways, has been the adoption of the 
so-called “new road law.’ This law, 
inaugurated in 1891, authorized the 
commissioners of roads and revenueg of 
each county, upon recommendation of 
the grand jury, to fix and levy a spe- 
cial road tax not to exceed 2- mills on 
the dollar; and also to exact of each 
male inhabitant’ @ commutation tax 
not to exceed 80 cents per day for tne 
number of days’ work required. 

rthermore, the law authorizes th 
road authorities to organize chaingangs 
of misdemeanor convicts, or to hire 
free labor for the improvement and 
th. maintenance of the highways, the 


expenses being met by the special road 


and commutation taxes. About one 
fourth of the counties of the state have 
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are now keeping up and 
their highways, either by hired or con. 
vict labor. This system has met wit 
general approval wherever it has been 
tried, and it is now only a question of 
time when it will De 
adopted throughout the state. 

The usual method adopted in this 
system of road-working Is,as follows:

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UNION URGES CROP DIVERSIFICATION. 

The National Convention of the Farmers’ Educational and Co-operative 
(inion, at the close of its execufive session in New Orleans, adopted resolu- 
tions favoring a reduction of 25 per cent. in the cotton crop of the south, 
and also strongly urging a diversification of crops. | 

This lesson of crop diversification cannot be too often or too indelibly im- 
It furnishes a text upon 
which The Constitution has for years taken occasion at various times to ad- 
dress its readers. 

The success which has already met this program and the fact that 
it is coming to be generally adopted, is proven by a variety of incidents. 
The experience of those farmers who have adopted it should encourage 
those who have not. ’ 

The hay, hog and hominy program provides for the raising of supplies 
for man and beast at home. It means living at home. It is a slogan which 
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The statistics of some southern railroads for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1908, indicate the gradual passing away of the allcotton, one- 
gallus farmer. They show that the man who plants and plows with his 
brains instead of only one-half of them, is replacing the other kind of 
farmer. 

Some figures from the sixtieth annual report of the Mobile and Ohio 
railroad are interesting in this connection. This road shows that while cot- 
ton shipments formed 75, per cent. of its freight traffic until eighteen or 
twenty years ago, stch shipments now form only 2 or 3 per cent. 

This does not mean that the amount of cotton handled has decreased, 
but that the vast increase in volume of other commodities, agricultural prod- 
ucts, sugar cane syrups, the output of canneries, cotton seed oil mills, and 
various other manufacturing piants, had largely increased. The proportion 
which cotton bears to the whole volume of freight moved has decreased. 

The same condition of affairs is reported by the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad. : 

While manufacturing plants springing up along the lines of these rail- 
roads has helped to swell the volume of freight which means prosperity to 
the producer, the farmer has done his part. 

He has raised more fruits and produce and cattle and dairy products: 
he has gone into the market for farm implements, and the things that make 
home more attractive. He is living at home, and consequently, instead of 
sending off for hay and’ meat, he {s spending that money for other things 
that add to the comfort and convenience of his family.

‘To Measure Dlood Presstre. 


(From The New -Yofk Press.) 

An instrument for the purpose of determin- 
ing the strength of the pressure of blood in 
the veins has been devised by Dr. D. R. 
Hooker and Dr. J. A. Eyster. of the physioi- 
ogica!l laboratory of the Johns Hopkins hoe- 
pital.

Montgomery, Ala., November |4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—State Senator John W. Overton 
has come very much into prominence 
as the chairman of the Overton amend- 
ment, which provides for construction 
and maintenance of roads and high- 
weys in the etate, now that che amend- 
ment thas certainly been adopted end 
must, in time, become a part of the 
law of the commonwealth. Mr. Qver- 
ton's proposition contemplates the use 
of the net earnings of the convict de-, 
partment, though other state funds may! 
be appropriated to this cause, in the wis- | 
dom of the legislature. No statutes in 
line with the amendment can be enact- 
@d prior to the next session of the 
legislature, but {t is very likely that 
when the law-inakers do assemble 
that they will immediately undertake 
Some sort of legislation in vhis direc- 
tion. 

Mr. Overton is one of the young men 
who have recently come into prominence 
in state politics. Though his residence 
was several miles from any railroad, he 
was made chairman of the committee 
On common carriers: of the last state 
Senate, and was known to be one of 
the chose advisers of the administra- 
tion tn the enactment of many of the 
ratiroad laws. Mr. Overton has con- 
Stantly refused to be discussed for any 
political office, but there is a general 
impression that he will stand for lieu- 
te@nant governor before the next state 
primary of the democratic party. The 
fact that he is mot now in line with the 
State administration on many of the 
leading questions of the day is taken to 
indicate that he has a mind of his 
own, and that he is not undertaking to 
hang on to the band wagon of any 
Other political following. Mr. Overton 
is kmown to be closely allied with a 
number of leading politicians and 
have a very strong following in 
Sections of the sitaste.

Near Beer Revenue in Doubt. 

If the revenue from the operation of 
the Wise bill taxing ‘“‘near beer’ is not 
forthcoming, there may be a further 
demand upon the treasury to maintain 
the state’s convicts. It was estimated 
that the Wise bill would yield $250,000 
by January !. So far it has yielded

Comng out from 
Arkabutla, they overpowered the offi- 
cers, took their prisoner, Nick Veazey, 
from them, and, carrying him to the 
scene’ ot the murder, hanged him to a 
tree. In vain did some of the most 
prominent ment inthe company plead 
with them to let the lawtake its course. 
Nick Veazey and his cousin, Steve 
Veazey, were charged with the mur- 
der. One of the mob shot the negro 
twice as his body dangled from _ the 
limb. 

At nightfall members of the negro’s 
family cut the conpse down and gave at 


Sheriff C. W. Cooke stated tonight 
that he had not spirited away the ne- 
groes whom he had in jail at Senato- 
bia charged with the killing of Veazey. 
He eaid that he had released five of 
them, there being no evidence against 
them. but he was holding Steve Veaz- 


j withgreat enthusiasm and complete ab- 


ey, who did the killing, and Argo Hol- 
loway, the negro who witnessed the af- 
fair. When asked if he did not fear a 
mob coming to lynch his prisoners he 
said that he did not, but that if a mob 
came he was prepared for them, and 
would defend the jail. 


Mr. Veazey disappeared Tuesday, but 
the fact that he had-been killed was not | 
known until last night, when a search- 
ing party was told of the killing by:

There were present as interrogaters 
Chief of Police Biggy, Captain Duke 
and Detective Burns, the latter doling 
most of the questioning. 

In his answers Haas seemed alt times 
wandering and somewhat incoherent. 
Time and time again his mind reverted 
to the exposure brought about by the 
prosecution,’ and while he several times 
expressed regret at what had occurred, 
at other points in the inquisition he 
apoke of the shooting as a matter de- 
cided upon and to be accomplished as a 
matter of course. 

Haas first described his movements 
yesterday.

FMPEROR DEAD: 
NOWAGER OYING 


Prince Chun Has Been Named 
Regent of China 


Pekin, China, November 14.—8 P. M.— 
The emperor of China died shortly after 
5 o'clock this evening. <As early as 3 
o’clock this afternoon it was reported 
that the emperor was so low that his 
death was regarded as imminent. The 
general board of. the government has 
confirmed the report-circulated yester- 
day that the dowager empress is also 
mortally iL 

The emperor had been fl] for a long 
time, and during recent audiences with 
foreign representatives he was unable 
either to sit up on the throne or even 
in an erect position. It was evident 
for a long time that he would de unable 
to withstand a crisis which sooner or 
later must develop in the disease from 
which he was suffering. Recent cli- 
matic extremes caused the develop- 
ment of fatal complications that re 
sulted in his death. 

Death Chair for Dowager. 


At the moment of the death of the 
emperor, the dowayger empress’ death 
chamber chair was waiting in the court- 
yard. She, too, had been in a serious 
candition, and word that was brought 
hervearlier in the day that the emperor. 
was dying, caused her to collapse. This 
has prevented her from assuming the 
relationship of grandmother to the suc- 
cessor to the throne, which, according 
to the Chinese system,- would enor- 
mously augment her authority. 

There ig little indication of emotion 
among the people over the events which 
have been transpiring. The emperor’s 
death and the probable death of the 
dowager empress within a very short 
time have had but little effect upon the 
Chinese, who are pursuing the even 
tenor of their way without signs of 


mourning. 

Kuang-Hsu’s later iffe was a pitiable 
Spectacle to his attendants. His fee- 
bleness had rendered him a mere pup- 
pet, and he had suffered long from ill 
health, which wag combined with fear 
and despair. Latterly he showed mark- 
ed signs of mental disturbamocés, and 
even went-so far last August ag to de- 
clare himself mad.

“‘My actions ought to speak for 
themselves, but you listen not to thei, 
but to those who misrepresent and dls- 
tert them. That is a personal insult, 
which I feel and resent. To be for- 
ever misjudged, to have my repeated 
cffers of friendship weighed and scru- 
tinized with jealous, mistrustful eyes, 
taxes my patience sevérely. I have 


said time after time that I am a friend 
of England, and your press—or, at 
least, a considerable section of it, bids

“Thereupon I ventured to remind his 
majesty that not England alone, but 
the whole of Burope, had viewed with 
disapproval the recent action of Ger- 
many in allowing the German consul 
to return from Tangier to Fez, and in 
anticipating the joint action of France 
and Spain by suggesting to the pow- 
ers that the time had come for Europe 
to recognize Muley Hafid as the new 
sultan of Morocco. 

“His majesty made a gesture of im- 
patience. ‘Yes,’ he said, ‘that is an 
excellent example of the way in which 
German action ig misrepresented. First, 
then, as regards the journey of Dr. 
Vassel. The German government in 
sending Dr. Vassel back to his post at 
Fez was only guided by the wish that 
he should look after the private in- 
terests of German subjects in that 
city, who cried for help and protection 
after the long absence of a consular 
representative. And why . not send 
him? Are thoge who charge Germany 
with having stolen a march on the 
other powers aware that the French 
consular representative had already 
been in Fes for several months when 
Dr. Va set out? Then, as to the 
recognitidn of Muley Hafid. The press 
of Hurope has complained with much 
acérbity that Germany ought not to 
have suggested his recognition unttl 
he had notified to Europe his full ac- 
ceptance of the act of Algeciras as 
being binding upon him as sultan of 
Morocco and successor of his brother.

‘I have 
referred,’ he said,- ‘to the speeches in 
which I have done all that a sovereign 
can td proclaim my good will But, 
as actions speak louder than words, 
let me alSo refer to my acts. 

“It is commonly believed in’ Eneg- 
land that throughout the South Afri- 
can war Germany was hostile to her.

The press was 
hostile; private opinion was hostile. 
But what of officia]) Germany? Let 
my critics ask themselves what 
brought to a sudden stop, and, indeed, 
to absolute collapse, the Buropean 
tour of the Boer delegates who were 
striving to obtain European interven- 
tion?

S. Reed Stony, of Wade Hampton chap- 
ter, Columbia, S. C., daughter of the 
late Joseph Daniel Pope, a member of 
the secession convention of.the Pal- 
metto State. Mr. Pope died last spring 
in Ais eigthy-ninth year, having been 
for twenty-four years dean of the law 
scnool of the University of South Caro- 
lme. Distinguished in a long career at 
the bar and In public life, he neverthe- 
less often remarked, ‘‘The work IT am 
proud of is that I put the confederate 
government on its feet.” Here is the 
story of that work: 

South Carolina, taking the inittattve 
in seceding, and endeavoring to induce 
the other southern states to join her, 
was considering in her secession con- 
vention of December, 1860, an ordinance 
proposed by her “committee on relations 
with the slave-holding states,” Robert 
Barnwell Rhett, chairman, providing 
for “a convention of the slave-holding 
states of the United States to form 
the constitution of a southern confed- 
eracy.” The first and second swbdivi- 
Siong of the ordinance were adopted, 
calling for the election of delegates 
from the several states that might se- 
rede and the drafting of a constitution 
by the convention. 

A woman whose patriotic work has 
been felt, not only in the United Daugm 
ters of the Confederacy, but in many 
patriotic movements, is Mrs. Anne San- 
ford Green, of Culpeper, Va., Who has 
made several valu@ble contributions to 
southern literature. When adRed what 
her ohief interests were at present, Mra, 
Green said:

of our government. To create 
and ingpire such interest, and to 
further all work under the d!- 
rection of our organization, your 
president issued four circular 
letters during the year, sending 
these to the presidents of state 
divisions and chapter presidents, 
where no state division had been 
formed, asking that they would 
secure the publication of the cir- 
culurs in the leading newspaper:

It is hu- 
miliating to a southern woman 
to visit one of these battlefields, 
which are now made so heauti- 
ful as “national parks,”’ and see 
the many monumental tributes 
paid to the great armies of the 
north and the few that commem- 
orate the valor of the southern 
soldiers who fought and féll 
there. One of these, Albert Sid- 
ney Johnston, alone, would !Im- 
mortalize any field of battie. Let 
us not be recreant to the trust 
of such a memory as he be- 
queathed to us, for his great 
name and fame were won under 
three governments—that of tne 
republic of Texas, the United 
States and the Confederate 
States.
